Asbury has 
made quite a bit of money from rewriting the record 
of the underworld in various cities, and still is at it. 
He bas a worthy competitor in Hugh Bradley. 
Bradley’s contribution to the cause is a book called 
"Such Was Saratoga." 
In it he retells tile long and 
garish history of Saratoga Springs, which Oodey’s 
Ladies' Book ranked in its day with New pork as the 
Sodom and Gomorrah of the United States, and 
which still is the seat of one of the more important 
race tracks of America although its place an summer 
hot spot to the socially elect has long ainee been lost.
